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It  was  a  bright  clay  in  September  of  1942  when  the  new  freshmen  of  Fayetteville  High  School 
stepped  aboard  the  ship,  "High  School."  As  the  anchor  was  lifted  and  our  commander,  Mr.  W.  B. 
Harrill,  called  "Full  speed  ahead!",  we  elected  as  our  first  mates  Elisabeth  Burns,  president; 
Albert  Dugan,  vice-president:   and  Katherine  Yarborough,   secretary   and   treasurer. 

After  three  months'  shore  leave  in  the  summer  of  1943,  we  shipped  out  again,  feeling  wiser 
— much  wiser,  for  we  were  in  the  sophomore  year  of  our  voyage.  Though  busy  showing  the 
new  crew  of  freshmen  their  proper  place  on  board  and  impressing  them  with  our  importance, 
we  elected  Ferman  Riddle  president,  Stanle}'  Harris  vice  president,  and  Dick  Hart  secretary  of 
our  class.  The  school  participated  very  successfully  during  1943-1944  in  all  War  Fund  drives.  Our 
class  helped  in  selling  enough  bonds  and  stamps  to  purchase  a  flying  fortress  for  our  country. 
This  plane  we  named  for  our  high  school  annual,  "The  Lafamac." 

The  following  officers  were  chosen  to  lead  us  safely  through  our  junior  year:  Stanley  Harris, 
president:  Marvin  Kelly,  vice  president;  Nan  Tolar,  secretary:  and  Jack  James,  treasurer.  From 
our  class  of  juniors,  I^H^w-ison  was  chosen  to  be  editor-in-chief  of  the  BULLDOG,  the  school 
newspaper.  She  and  her  staff  published  several  very  successful  editions  during  the  year. 

We  were  represented  on  the  Student  Council  by  Ferman  Riddle,  Elisabeth  Burns,  Harper 
Sasser,  and  Stanley  Harris.  The  junior  crew,  even  though  busy  with  studies  —  especially  with 
"Macbeth" — found  time  to  help  in  a  Thanksgiving  play  and  also  in  a  Christmas  pageant.  Then 
in  the  spring,  since  we  had  risen  to  second  in  rank,  we  had  the  privilege  of  sponsoring  the  most 
important  social  event  of  1944-1945 — the  Junior-Senior  dance.  The  theme,  "Sentimental  Journey," 
was  carried  out  in  nautical  decorations  throughout  the  room. 

For  marshals  the  seniors  chose  from  our  class  Eddie  Salley,  chief,  with  the  following  assist- 
ants: Katherine  Yarborough,  Peggy  Shaw,  Elisabeth  Burns,  Marvin  Kelly,  and  Ferman  Riddle. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fourth  year  of  our  adventure,  we  dropped  anchor  for  several  days  to 
help  the  unfortunate  people  who  had  been  driven  from  their  homes  by  a  disastrous  flood.  At  this 
time  the  Cape  Fear  River  behaved  worse  than  it  did  in  the  famous  flood  of  1908.  Our  teachers 
and  many  students,  under  the  supervision  of  the  American  Red  Cross,  gave  much  of  their  time 
to  relief  work. 

Mr.  V.  R.  White,  an  outstanding  educational  leader  of  the  State,  became  the  new  command- 
ant of  the  Fayetteville  High  School  in  the  summer  of  1945.  He  has  steered  our  crew  on  the  right 
course  to  graduation  and  to   the  future  responsibility  of  helping  to  insure  a  lasting  peace. 

We  feel  honored  this  year  to  have  with  us  several  returned  veterans  who  are  completing 
their  high  school  education.  However,  when  we  assembled  for  our  fourth  and  last  sail,  we  missed 
a  great  many  of  our  crew  that  had  fallen  "overboard"  or  had  entered  the  service  of  our  country. 
A  few  of  these  finished  in  the  1945  summer  session,  prior  to  their  going  into  the  armed  service 
or  into  necessary  defense  work.  The  hundred  and  eight  of  us  that  remained  elected  the  following 
leaders:  Tommy  Snipes,  president;  Carl  Barrett,  vice  president;  Bill  Vanstory,  secretary;  and 
Cl£ra_Byrd,  treasurer. 

Everyone  is  proud  of  the  athletes  in  our  class  who  have,  under  the  guidance  of  Coaches 
Waites  and  Pugh,  represented  the  school  in  various  athletic  contests.  Some  of  them  have  received 
letters  for  their  hard  work  and  loyalty. 

KJHa«lson,  editor-in-chief  of  the  "Lafamac,"  and  Marie  Shaw,  business  manager,  with  their 
excellent  staff,  accomplished  the  task  of  publishing  the  1946  Lafamac.  In  order  to  insure  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  annual  a  month  before  the  close  of  school  they  worked  valiantly  to  send  their 
material  to  the  publishers  before  January. 

r  In  1941  a  request  was  made  of  all  students  to  submit  a  design  for  a  school  flag.  The  sketch 
chosen  was  the  one  contributed  by  Hope  Jackson,  a  seventh  grade  student.  Then  in  1945  the 
Lafamac  staff  and  the  Student  Council  asked  that  all  students  suggest  a  design  for  a  school  seal. 
The  one  adopted  was  also  drawn  by  Hope  Jackson,  now  a  member  of  the  senior  class  and  art 
editor  of  the  Lafamac.  The  seal  is  making  its  first  public  appearance  on  the  cover  of  the  194G 
Lafamac.  and  will  be  used  officially  for  the  first  time  on  the  diplomas  and  other  school  documents 
this  spring.  The  Class  of  1916  is  happy  and  proud  that  it,  through  Hope  Jackson,  has  had  a  part 
in  furnishing  to  F.H.S.  both  its  flag  and  its  seal. 

Coming  now  to  the  end  of  our  four  year  voyage  on  the  ship  "High  School,"  we  are  turning 
toward  a  longer  and  even  harder  cruise,  to  the  "Island  of  Tomorrow."  Happy  memories  of  four 
profitable  and  exciting  years  of  travel  are  left  to  us  as  we  bid  "Bon  voyage"  and  "Farewell"  to 
the  teachers  and  to  the  future  seniors.

In  September,  1878,  Dr.  Alexander  Graham,  who  had  just  come  to  Fayetteville 
as  Superintendent  of  Schools,  organized  a  new  type  of  school  which  was  later 
recognized  as  the  first  complete  graded  school  of  North  Carolina.  For  this  Dr. 
Graham  came  to  be  called  "The  Father  of  Graded  Schools."  For  many  years  be- 
fore this,  Donaldson  Academy  and  several  good  private  schools  had  offered 
educational  opportunities  to  the  youth  of  the  city. 

Dr.  Graham  conducted  his  school  in  the  Donaldson  Academy  building,  located 
where  the  Haymount  School  now  stands  and  where  the  505  pupils  were  taught 
by  eight  teachers.  During  the  ten  years  that  Dr.  Graham  served  as  head  of  the 
local  schools,  many  teachers  were  added  and  a  building  program  was  begun. 

It  is  interesting  to  know  that  in  1878  there  were  twenty-one  trustees  who 
might  choose  their  own  successors,  even  though  it  was  necessary  for  them  to  be 
elected  by  the  people.  Today  there  are  twelve  trustees,  three  of  them  women,  and 
Dr.  R.  M.  Olive  serves  as  chairman. 

Fayetteville's  Graded  Schools  started  in  a  rented  building,  but  through  the 
years  wise  leadership  and  an  extensive  building  program  have  provided  ten 
modern,  well-equipped  buildings  in  which  117  teachers  strive  to  give  4250  children 
of  Fayetteville  instruction  and  confidence  that  will  prepare  them  for  entrance 
to  college  or  to  business  life. 

The  Junior  High  School  with  422  pupils  is  happy  to  work  in  the  building 
which  bears  the  name  of  our  beloved  Dr.  Alexander  Graham.
